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S we are about to enter on the third year of publication of 
A the International edition — an undertaking that looked 
not a little hazardous at first — we would like to speak of 

a peculiarity of reasoning on the part of some of our subscri- 
bers. We cannot expect every oue to subscribe for this edition, 
because its price is unquestionably a large one, yet at the same 
time we have always been able to prove to every doubter that 
for the value given the price was small. But last year at this 
season we found a disposition on the part of some subscribers 
to adopt the position that, relatively speaking, the International 
was unduly costly as compared with the Imperial. This 
assumption too is susceptible of easy and positive disproof; but a 
second position has been adopted by some who, while agreeing 
to the fairness of the price of the International edition, assert that 
for the fifteen dollars’ difference between the prices of these 
two editions they can procure better value in photographs. 
To one such objector we replied last year by asking him to 
expend fifteen dollars in photographs, at our expense, and 
exhibit the result of his purchase to us. This he did, (after- 
wards assuming the cost of his examination) and with the pho- 
tographs sent a list from which it appeared that he had selected 
from the five hundred and twenty-four illystrations, which consti- 
tute the difference between the International and Imperial edi- 
tions, seventy-two subjects as equivalent to the fifty-two photo- 
graphs he had procured. Incidentally we will point out, as 
showing the difficulty editors have in suiting every subscriber's 
individual predilection, that the equation between seventy-two 
and fifty-two was made by grouping several American Architect 
plates as the equivalent of a single photograph; thus three 
gelatine prints of the details of the cloister at Monreale (issues of 
September 27, October 11 and December 27) were listed as equiv- 
alent to a single eight-by-ten-inch photograph of a detail from 
San Vitale! With the list and photographs was a letter contain- 
ing this statement: “ The result of the comparison shows a dif- 
ference of two dollars aud twenty cents extra value received 
from the International of 1890 — without considering an assorted 
surplus [namely, 452] of plates from which other individual 
tastes may draw.” It should be stated that our friendly objector’s 
comparison was made entirely from the standpoint of personal 
taste, the seventy-two subjects he accepted being those merely 
that would be most useful “for the study that I think would 
be of most service to me.” It seems to us that so fair and 
onscientious an examination should be of service to us in con- 





vincing subscribers to the Regular and Imperial editions that it 
is really economical for them to transfer their subscriptions to 
the International. This little tale has also a sequel of a 
certain significance. We have just received from the subscri- 
ber referred to, a letter in which he says: “I have decided 
after a year’s test of the ‘other sources’ versus the Interna- 
tional edition of the American Architect for the securing of 
reproductions of an average satisfactory grade to return as a 
prodigal to your twenty-five-dollar edition.” 





J HE Illinois Chapter of the American Institute of Architects 
has been considering the question of high buildings, and 
has adopted the idea, which is by no means a new one, 

that the height of any building should not exceed about twice 
the width of the street on which it fronts; with, however, the 
exception, that one hundred feet is made the limit for build- 
ings on streets forty feet or less in width; while one hun- 
dred and seventy-five feet is to be the maximum height allowed 
on streets of any width, except in special cases. 





HE paragraphs in regard to the construction of the high 
veneered buildings in Chicago, which have been circulat- 
ing through the daily papers, although their substance is 

copied from the reports contained in the Chicago papers of the 
evidence before the special committee of the City Council, do 
not meet with the approval of all the Chicago editors, some of 
whom think the reproduction of these reports an evidence of a 
disposition to “ attack” Chicago architecture. The sooner we 
get over thinking in this country that telling the truth is an 
“attack” on anybody or anything, the better off we shall be ; 
but as architects all over the country have discussed the Chi- 
cago veneered construction for years, it is absurd to suppose 
that matters are going to be made any worse by having the 
public know about it. The truth is that the Chicago archi- 
tects, having a very novel and difficult problem to solve, have 
solved it in a most brilliant and original manner; and the Chi- 
cago construction has taught most valuable lessons to all the 
architects in the country. That the new system is not perfect 
is plain enough, but that is the case with every system, and 
the minds which have brought it so far can be trusted to 
improve upon it; and the undoubted fact that reckless and 
ignorant pretenders will copy, after their fashion, the carefully 
calculated work of the masters of the profession, and will bring 
their clients and the public to grief by doing so, simply proves, 
once more, that modern building work is far too technical to 
be trusted in incompetent hands; and that if the public does 
not like to have seventeen-story buildings falling on its head, 
it must heed the oft-repeated warning of the architects, and 
provide some efficient means for preventing such structures 
from being designed and carried out by ignorant practitioners. 





HE Woman’s Building at the Chicago Exposition, which is 
\ already roofed in, is to be adorned with sculpture by a 
woman, Miss Alice Rideout, of San Francisco. A com- 
petition was held, in which only women were allowed to join, 
for models, and Miss Rideout’s were chosen. The New York 
Sun appears to be surprised that anything by a woman artist 
should have been good enough; but the female artists who try 
to gain appreciation by their | brains and hands, and not by their 
curls, need not now fear to enter into competition with painters 
and sculptors of the other sex. Women do not often attempt 
sculpture, but such work as Mrs. Mary Hallock Foote, for 
example, did in her student days shows that, with the same 
teaching and practice as men, they would quite equal them in 
skill. Miss Rideout’s groups will be of colossal size, and are 
to ornament the exterior of the building. Considering the 
interest which the entire building will have, it seems a pity 
that it should not be permanent; and it is to be hoped that a 
way may be found for preserving to posterity an adequate sou- 
venir of the brilliant young women whose talents have con- 
tributed to it. 





HE work on the great piece of engineering by which the 
water-power of Niagara Falls is to be utilized is proceed- 
ing with a rapidity which will probably surprise most 

persons. It will be remembered that the scheme is to bring 
the water from above the Falls, through a canal, in which will 
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be set a large number of turbines, with shafts extending to the 
surface of the ground, while the waste water will be led off 
into the river below the Falls. Although the whole length of 
the tunnel is through hard limestone rock, the construction has 
proved comparatively easy, as much of the rock crumbles on 
exposure to the air; and it is probable that the work will be 
finished long before the time fixed in the contract. About five 
thousand feet in length have already been excavated, and only 
two thousand remain to be done, and the advance is now 
between two hundred and fifty and three hundred feet a week. 
Two shafts extend from the surface down to the tunnel, so that 
eight headings can be worked at once, and eighteen hundred 
men are said to be at work, in two gangs, one gang working at 
night, and the other by day. Fourteen hundred pounds of 
dynamite are fired every twenty-four hours. The contract for 
the excavation is in the hands of Messrs. Rodgers & Clement, 
and as the construction company is composed of some of the 
richest and best men in New York, there is no doubt that the 
plan, which certainly seems a sensible and promising one. will 
be carried out. 





HE Annual Exhibition of the Architectural League opened 
to the public December 24, and closes January 9. As 
usual, it is intended to show, so far as possible, the pro- 

gress of architecture during the year; and there is no doubt 
that it will be as interesting and successful as ever.

VERWORK, apparently, has claimed another victim from 
the ranks of a profession whose practitioners seem to be 

able to achieve success only by running a risk and endur- 
ing a physical and mental strain which no person whose occu- 
pation is mainly sedentary can hope to withstand successfully. 
When one glances over the long list of buildings which have 
been created by the late Charles L. Carson, his early death at 
the age of forty-two seems to be too easily accounted for. 
There are few cities in the country where local cohesiveness is 
more strongly marked than it is in Baltimore, and merely to 
have been born in that border city of Southern feudalism gave 
Mr. Carson a firm base to spring from, which a man born out- 
side the city limits would have found hard to get his foot on. 
The son of a builder who did a considerable amount of busi- 
ness, he obtained early that insight into practical affairs and 
the methods of mechanics which those who have to do with 
supervising constructive work find so invaluable in after life. 
Immediately on leaving school he entered the office of Mr. 
Thomas Dixon, at that time one of the few architects in the 
city and having consequently a very satisfactory practice. In 
the course of time the partnership of Dixon & Carson was 
formed, and continued with growing prosperity for several 
years, but about fifteen years ago the partnership was dissolved, 
and since that time Mr. Carson has practised alone, carrying 
on important work, not only in Baltimore, but in Washington, 
Knoxville, Winchester, Wilmington, and other smaller towns. 
The strain had begun to tell on him, however, and with the 
opening of the coming year he had arranged to form a partner- 
ship with Mr. J. E. Sperry. American architects are seldom 
so fortunate as to be able to devote their energies to one par- 
ticular class of buildings, yet, although the roll of the build- 
ings designed by Mr. Carson presents the common heteroge- 
neous aspect there are, perhaps, more churches mentioned 
in the list than any other kind of building, but besides these 
he designed the Equitable Building, the Pheonix Club-house, 
the Enoch Pratt Free Library, the new Masonic Temple and 
a number of banks, mercantile buildings and warehouses in 
Baltimore; the University of Tennessee Buildings at Knox- 
ville; the Thomas Wilson Sanitarium and the McDonogh 
Institute on the Western Maryland Railway, besides the 
ordinary number of city and suburban houses and miscella- 
neous buildings. Although married Mr. Carson leaves no 
children to mourn a loss which could be but little lightened 
by any expressiov of sympathy that could be offered. Of the 
personal and professional worth of their deceased associate 
the single fact that every architect in the city found time and 
inclination to attend the meeting called to take action upon 
his death, seems to us to have manifest significance. Society 
ties had nothing to do with this act, for, though formerly a 
member of the American Institute of Architects, Mr. Carson 
had carelessly allowed his membership to lapse. 





HE unexpected news of the death of another member of 
the profession brings with it less of the feeling of un- 
timeliness that we have so often to deplore when chroni- 

cling the departure from the field of their activities of so many 
American architects. For more than fifty years John M. Van 
Osdel practised as an architect with success, and no inconsider- 
able portion of the buildings which before the great fire consti- 
tuted Chicago had been erected under his supervision, for he 
was actually the first architect to establish himself in that city, 
and throughout his long career there was generally busily em- 
ployed. Among his buildings may be named such as the Tre- 
mont House, the Oriental, Kendal, Hawley and other large 
buildings. After four years of pioneer work in Chicago, he re- 
turned, for a short time, in 1840 to New York, and, while there, 
edited the American Mechanic and the Scientific American. 





SMALL “difficulty” has broken out in England among 
H the architects, apparently as a result of some rather un- 

fortunate expressions contained in a recent address of the 
President of the Institute. In this address architects were 
spoken of as being divided into three classes — “artistic archi- 
tects, constructive architects, and architects who are par ezcel- 
lence men of business.” The Builder thinks that the President 
left a weak spot for attack in making such a discrimination, 
and it is not very surprising that Mr. Norman Shaw came out 
soon afterward with a letter to the 7imes, in defence of artistic 
architects. According to Mr. Shaw, architecture is an art 
“precisely on the same footing as painting and sculpture.” 
We should not suppose that any one would disagree with him 
on that point. The Builder thinks that it is not an art of the 
same artistic expressiveness as sculpture and painting, but, 
although it tells its story in a different language, we do not see 
why it may not, in that high development which the future 
probably has in store for us, excite sentiment as strongly in its 
way as the more imitative arts do in theirs. No one denies 
that music is a fine art, yet the harmonies of music are, or 
ought to be, as independent of imitation as architectural mass- 
ing and proportion. However, this question is not at all con- 
nected with the one whether artistic architects are different 
from business-like ones. While it is perfectly true that some 
architects are more business-like than others, it is certainly not 
true that the more artistic ones are the least business-like, and 
we are not surprised that Mr. Norman Shaw and his friends 
should be indignant at anything that looked like an insinuation 
to that effect. The idea that an artist is necessarily a feeble- 
minded person, a “ ladies’ pet,” a “dandy loafer,” and so on, 
which is undeniably widespread in the community, has done 
so much harm to art that it excites something like fury among 
the people who believe that the making of beautiful pictures, 
statues and buildings is one of the noblest objects to which a 
man can devote his faculties. In point of fact, no notion is 
more unfounded than the one that great artistic capacity is 
incompatible with cool business judgment, and practical in- 
genuity. It was, we think, Faraday who said that a clear and 
active imagination was indispensable to a scientific man; and 
there is no doubt that the vividness of conception, and power 
of concentrating the mind on an idea, which mark the great 
artist, are equally useful in the pursuits of business or prac- 
tical life. History shows us that nearly every artist of the 
highest talent has been also noted for his practical wisdom. 
To say nothing of Rubens, the trusted and successful ambas- 
sador, or Leonardo, the great military engineer as well as 
great artist, Michael Angelo, Raphael, Giotto, Titian, Holbein, 
Diirer, and scores of others have been entrusted with the most 
responsible duties outside of their profession; while no archi- 
tect could be more business-like than such artists as Sir John 
Millais, Meissonnier, and many other modern painters and 
sculptors of renown. Even Mr. Norman Shaw, to whom no 
one will deny the credit of having studied expression in archi- 
tecture with at least as great success as any architect of the 
day, is said to be an excellent business man, and has been, 
besides, particularly ingenious and successful in devising im- 
proved drainage appliances. There are, undoubtedly, many 
artists with whom a high imaginative faculty is associated with 
indisposition to resist the temptations incident to the delicacy 
of sense which accompanies an active imagination, or to meet 
with courage any practical difficulty; but these are not the 
greatest, nor does their unwillingness to use the powers giveu 
to them prove that they may not have possessed them.

RAMANTE had an opportunity to exercise his talent and 

) his influence at Rome more than at Milan. Turning 
therefore towards central Italy we will stop for a moment 

in Urbino, the native land of Bramante, who was born in the 
neighborhood of Fermignano, in the villa of Monte Asdrualdo, 
three miles from the city of Urbino. Urbino was one of the 
centres of the intellectual activity of the fifteenth century 
through the bounty of Duke Federigo of Montefeltro. It is 
here that the admirable Ducal Palace stands, that has been 
such an inexhaustible resource for students, and is, as Schmar- 
sow remarks (* Melozzo da Forli,” p. 80) the cradle of the style 
which is conceived in its perfection in connection with the 
vuames of Bramante and Raphael (Figure 16). It is largely 
the work of Luciano of Laurana or Lovrana (f 1482) a small 
town in Istria, or of Vrana in Dalmatia, according to Promis 
and Brunelli (see “Ammario Dalmatico,” 1°). Luciano pro- 
duced in this palace an example of the distinction and taste in 
forms which it is customary to term Bramantesque. We also 
owe to this same architect the town-hall of Gubbio and 
possibly, as would seem from recent investigations, the Pre- 
fettura of Pesaro, attributed to Girolamo Genga, who must 
have reared it, if at all, between 1513 and 1538, or 1538 and 
1574; and in Luciano’s school Bramante was trained. I con- 
eur with Herr von Geymiiller in the opinion that if Luciano in 
his youth studied the style of Brunellesco, he transformed it

and transmitted it to Bramante with an already Bramantesque 
character. Let us glance then at Bramante at Rome and in 
Latium, in 1499, after the downfall of his protector, Lodovico 
le Moro. Rome, during the fifteenth and sixteenth centuries 
was wholly dependent upon the rest of Italy especially Tuscany

and Lombardy, and for this reason native artists were rare 





there ; such as were to be found did not stand in the first ranks. 
As in the days of Virgil, in Rome the Roman citizen left the 
glory of the arts for outsiders. Bramante, who was abler than 
the other artists that had come thither—therefore obtained 
the protection of Julius II, who placed him at the head of his 
great undertakings. Our attention is naturally first attracted 
to St. Peter’s; but before speaking of it let me remind the 
reader that Rome owes to Bramante the superb palace of 
the Cancellaria Apostolica, begun by order of Cardinal Lodo- 
vico Scarampo-Mezzarota and finished by Cardinal Riario in 
1517 (Figure 17) ; as well as the beautiful Giraud palace, now 
the Torlonia, erected by order of Cardinal Di Corneto on the 
same plan as the Cancellaria. 

As for St. Peter’s it is of ancient origin; the old basilica, 
after having withstood the vicissitudes of more than eleven 
centuries, was apparently going to ruin. Pope Nicholas V 
was anxious to have it restored and work was begun on it 
under the supervision of Leon Battista Alberti and Bernardo 
Rossellino. The honor of carrying out the great undertaking 
was, however, reserved for Julius II, who, from the numerous 
plans presented for it, chose that of Bramante; according to 
this the basilica was to be in the form of a Greek cross, with a

facade adorned with two towers, and a dome at the centre with 
three orders of columns. On the 18th of April, 1506, Julius 
II laid the corner-stone; but his death in 15138, and that of 
Bramante, which occurred a year later, interrupted the work ; 
it was, nevertheless, resumed with activity by Leo X. The 
basilica underwent various changes under Bramante’s suc- 
cessors; that is, under Giuliano Giamberti, called di Sangallo, 
Fra Giocondo, Raphael, Balthazar Peruzzi and Antonio di 
Sangallo, the younger, nephew of Giuliano. But, during the 
reign of Paul III, Michel Angelo prepared a new plan, restor- 
ing the Greek cross of Bramante, which had been abandoned 
by Raphael. The old plan was adhered to by Pirro Ligorio 
(about 1580) and by Vignola, in accordance with the wish of 
Pius V, and by Giacomo della Porta by order of Gregory XIII. 
Then came Carlo Maderno, who added three bays to it and 
transformed the Greek cross into a Latin one. (For other 
details see “* Religious Architecture,” American Architect, No. 
769, p. 177.) 

As has been remarked, the Bramantesque style found many 
supporters at Rome; but, even here, and also in the surround- 
ing regions, Bramante is not now believed to have been the

architect of many monuments which were once attributed to 
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him without any question. For example, the church of Santa 
Maria della Consolazione, at Todi, hitherto ascribed to him, 
has now been ascertained to be by Mastro Cola Matteucci da

Caprarola (see Giornale d’erudizione artist., 1872, v. 1, p. 3 et 
seq). 

The name of Bramante is found united with that of Raphael 
(1483-1520) at Rome, especially because he directed the 
attention of the pope to this master. 

His successor in the work on St. Peter’s, Raphael, had 
however, as companions, Fra Giocondo (1515) and Giuliano 
di Sangallo (1516), and afterward, toward the close of 1516, 
Antonio di Sangallo. But, although some have considered 
the collaboration of these artists as an evidence of Raphael’s 
inexperience in architecture, nevertheless in the light of recent 
investigations (see von Geymiiller, “Raffaello Sanzio studiato 
come architetto;’’ Milan, Hoepli, 1884), it would appear that 
the great painter was likewise a remarkable architect. Among 
his chief works we must cite the villa Farnesina, begun in 
1514, by order of the banker Agostino Chigi of Sienna, an 
edifice which has been until lately accredited to Peruzzi, and 
the Pandolfini palace at Florence (Figure 18), the construc- 
tion of which was begun after the death of Raphael. 

Among Roman structures of importance in the style which 
we are studying, may be mentioned the palace of Venice, as 
it is now called, once the palace of San Marco. The architect 
who furnished the design is unknown, but it was certainly not 
Baccio Pontelli; Giuliano di Sangallo, Giacomo di Pietra- 
santa and Giovannino dei Dolci were engaged on the work; 
then there is the Farnese palace, begun by Paul ITI, in the 
construction of which we must join the names of Antonio di 
Sangallo, Buonarotti and Vignola; also the Massimi, a speci- 
men of the architecture of the Siennese Balthazar Peruzzi 
(1481 7 1536), to which modern criticism has not proved 
favorable. Outside of Rome, we find the celebrated Farnese 
palace in Caprarola, by Giacomo Barozzi di Vignola. 

Let us now cast a glance at other centres of national activity, 
as Piedmont, Liguria, the Neapolitan districts and the Papal 
States. 

As to Piedmont, it has already been observed that in its 
general character the fifteenth-century art is Gothic; there

are but very few monuments in the Renaissance style. Turin, 
for example, possesses but a single Renaissance edifice, the 
cathedral of Giovanni Battista, reconstructed in 1491, hy 
Baccio Pontelli (1450 f 1492), according to some; by Meo 
del Caprino (1450 f 1501), according to others; both th 
were Tuscan architects. The two churches of Saint Dalma 
and Saint Augustine, reconstructed in 1530 and 1551, ar 
to-day insignificant. It may be said, however, that Piedmont 
is in general but slightly known, except in its feudal castles. 

In Liguria, as in the kingdom of Naples, Tuscan, Lombard 
and Flemish architects and sculptors are frequently encoun- 
tered, and particularly ‘Tuscan. 

As for Naples, the Renaissance movement there was directed 
by two Spanish princes, Alfonso of Aragon, surnamed tly

The author of arecently published work (Redtenbacher: “Die 
Architecture der Italianischer Renaissance,” p. 105), attempts to 
prove that the Renaissance was introduced into Naples in 
1443, by the able Milanese architect and sculptor Pietro di 
Martino, but this is not correct.

However this may be, the most important work that the old 
kingdom of Naples possesses is the triumphal arch of Alfonso 
I, erected between the two towers of the Castel Nuovo (begui 
after 1442 and completed in 1471); skilled Italian artists wer: 
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employed upon it under the supervision of the architect Pietro 
di Martino (Figure 20). 

The Papal States must not be overlooked, especially 
Bologna, where there are very remarkable monuments in 
brick, —its specialty. Among Renaissance constructions par- 
ticularly noteworthy are: the facade of the Church of the 
Madonna di Galliera, the Palazzo del Podesta, the Guild-house 
of the Stracciatori and the Fava palace. It was in Bologna 
that Aristotile, called da Bologna, was born about 1476; he 
was one of the most distinguished artists of the fifteenth cen- 
tury. He constructed water-works of a very high order, in 
Lombardy, while in the service of Francesco Sforza; he was 
also the architect of certain Russian constructions that have 
won great praise. His father (1417) was likewise an archi- 
tect; the Palazzo de’ Notari, at Bologna, restored and enlarged 
by Cardinal Alfonso Carillo, and the castle of Perugia, founded 
by Braccio da Montone belong tohim. At Bologna the reader 
should be reminded of Sebastiano Serlio (1480 ¢ 1552), though 
| beg pardon for introducing him here. Serlio was a very 
learned architect, and there is some reasonable ground for 
believing that he took part in the building of the castle of Fon- 
tainebleau. M. Molinier, in a recent treatise on the architects

8ST. GEORGE AND THE DRAGON. 





F all the military saints, however, the 
favorite with artists of every kind 
and in most countries has been St. 
George — St. George of Merry England 
as he is often called, St. George of Cap- 
padocia as he really was; and as the con- 
nection between England and Cappa- 
docia is not very intimate the reason for 
the adoption of an Eastern martyr as the 
tutelary saint of a small body of Anglo- 
Norman islanders is not very clear. It 
is not very likely that the crusaders 
under Richard I found still current in 
the East many traces of the authentic 
history of George of Cappadocia, or, if 
they did, that they found such fragmentary records of enough interest 
to cause them to adopt the saint’s name as their temporary war-cry. 
It is more probable that 
what appealed to them was 
the myth that connected the 
saint with a dragon, and a 
vivid impression was made 
on them by encountering so 
far away from home a 
legend (by them considered 
a reality, it may be) which 
was so similar to the other 
legends in which the dragon 
plays a part which are com- 
mon to the Norseman, the 
Scandinavian and the Teu- 
ton, from whom much of 
their own blood and tradi- 
tions were drawn. At any 
rate, it was the returning 
crusader who invented a 
patron saint for England. 
The real man — who has 
sometimes been confounded

It is curious to observe 
in all the legends how easily the wicked accomplish the extinction of 
a saint when they really make up their minds that they care no more 
for seeing him writhe in torture. 

This soldier martyr, who may be called a real historical person- 
age, is occasionally represented in art but by no means as often as 
his alter ego the wholly legendary hero who, while riding near Bairut, 
discovered on the way a lovely princess who was proceeding in

on much less robust 
support; indeed in so far as equestrian portraiture is concerned 
there seems to be but a single instance in which sculpture has 
represented the historic saint and this is at Ratisbon Cathedral, 
where the group forms a companion to the Saint Martin mentioned 
in the last paper. 

In the history of the saint there do not seem to be any more points 
of emotional interest than in the histories of a score of other- styled 











saints, military or evangelical, and yet without some such points 
interest Saint George could hardly be the favorite he is. Therefo 
it can only be surmised that the saint and the hero—both ver, 
likely real personages —early in history became inextricably mix:

a description that does not ill fit the head of the dragon in the life 
size wooden group which to-day is to be found in the National His 
torical Museum at Stockholm. This group which is wrought out 
with a lavishness of delicate detail in the armor of the hero and th 
costume of the princess is one of the oldest groups of St. George and 
the Dragon it having been presented by Sten Sture the Elder to the 
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Storkyrka at Stockholm in 1489 and remained in that building 
until its translation to the museum in 1866. 

Although the actuality of the rescue of the princess may be a 
possibility, it is more probable that the legend is but another form of 
a myth which is common to many peoples in many ages, it has such 


evident kinship with the stories of Perseus and Andromeda and Apollo | 


and the Python in Grecian tale; of Sigfried and the dragon in German 
folk lore; of Sigurd and Fafnir in Scandinavian myth, legends which 


have their adumbrations in Indian and Persian myths —in the one | 
case Indra slaying the serpent Ahi and in the other Mithra killing | 


Aheriman the dragon. In all of these similar allegories is typified 
the contest between light and darkness, between day and night, sun- 
light and cloud. 

The princess is not often included in the sculptured group where 
this is executed in the round, but the Stockholm example gets over 
the confusion and

an area which offered a fair promise of support. A more careful 
scrutiny of this group, however, shows the horse to be furnished with 
small and feeble-looking wings, which, by themselves, declare the 
group to represent the pagan myth, and not the Christian legend. 

This group, which is executed in Portland stone, is one of the 
largest pieces of sculpture in England, measuring, as it does, twenty- 
eight feet above the water-line, and was erected about 1862. The 
group was designed by W. A. Nesfield, the landscape-gardener who 
was employed to lay out the grounds: the actual modelling of the 
group, however, was done by J. Forsyth.

For this reason, no further description 
need be given of the stone group in the large niche in the facade of 
the Eglise de St. Croix at Bordeaux ;! nor of the group modelled by 
the late Sir Edgar Boehm, which has recently been placed in the 
National Gallery of Victoria at Melbourne ;? nor yet of Fernkorn’s 
group® in the little court-yard of the Anglo-Austrian Bank at 
Vienna, except to remark that when we 
saw it, a short time ago, it proved to be 
a far larger and better executed work 
than photographs or descriptions had 
prepared us to expect. As for the 
statuette by Frémiet, which Mr. Bart- 
lett first exhibited in his papers on that 
sculptor’s works, we would like to say 
a good deal—provided Mr. Bartlett 
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had not already fairly covered the same ground — for it seems 


to us that in every way and from every possible standpoint of 
criticism this little group presents the truest, most probable and most 
sculpturesque conception of this incident that any artist has yet 
shaped — not the most poetic nor necessarily the most artistic, but 
altogether satisfying the critic, who, while forming his opinion, 
gives his intellectual deductions the weight they deserve. 

The curious statuette* which represents Charles II as a Saint 
George has also been shown, and, as the Tomb of the Cardinals of 
Amboise® has been shown more than once, it is only necessary to 
refer the reader to these prints for the actual position of the bas- 
relief of Saint George and the dragon, which is the central feature 
of the background above the sarcophagus. 

Besides these and the examples mentioned in this paper, there 
are several others which are well known, and an indefinite number, 





perhaps, of less note. The most famous of all and, perhaps, the 
most interesting, though it is not the one that is most frequently 
seen, is to be found on the Hradschin, the citadel hill in one portion 
of Prague, the capital of Bohemia. Here, on the side of an irregu- 
lar court-yard formed by the royal palace and the unfinished Cathedral 
of St. Vitus, stands this curious and rather pathetic group, forming 
the salient feature of an admirably composed fountain-basin. It is 
proper to call it pathetic, for it seems as though Martin and George 
von Clussenbach must have toiled painfully over the task set them

pious zeal which lightened their labors. It is not possible to see the 
group without believing that this pony — for the horse is not larger 
than a good-sized Newfoundland dog — so curiously converted into 
a piebald animal by circular incised lines all over his body, is made 
at this size simply because the founders of the time were unable to 
produce a larger casting. It is too big for a statuette and too small 
for a statue, and the difficulty of making in those times a larger 
statue offers a plausible explanation of the use of so curious a scale. 
As the group is so small, all parts of it are within easy reach from 
the elevated pathway that runs behind it, and, consequently, the 
bronze is kept well polished and not a little worn by the constant 
handling of sightseers. Whether due to this handling or to the action 


| of time and the elements, there are at present various holes worn in

a copy, as it is not too large for exhibition in a museum of even 
moderate size. * 

A somewhat similar yet quite dissimilar group, known as the 
Fontana de las Ocas, is to be found in the cloister-garth of the 
Cathedral of Barcelona. The similarity lies mainly in the size, and 
the unlikeness is most pronounced in the absence of the dragon. 
But local history declares the figure to be Saint George —a point 
not easily fixed when there is no dragon about — and also explains 
the situation by saying that the reptile is supposed to be just 
beyond the edge of the fountain basin, and the horse is so excited 
by mixed ardor and terror that perspiration bursts from every pore 
— in other words, water-jets pour from every part of the body. It 
is just possible that what we took for corroded holes in the Pracue 
statue may really be a cunning provision for a similar hydraulic 
display; but at the time of our visit we did not know of the Barce- 
lona case, and so made no examination.

sculpture as man is ever likely to create. A vastly different affair 
from either of these is the model for a Saint George and the dragon 
by Maniglier which is in some private collection in Paris. 

Only two other statues of this class of large size are known to us, 
one, of entirely unknown character, is upon the Porte St. Georges at 
Nancy, and the other, in bronze, crowns the pediment of St. George’s 
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Hall at the corner of Thirteenth and Arch Streets, Philadelphia. It 
was cast by the Elkingtons in England and was probably modelled 
by some one in their employ. It was placed in position in 1876 and 
so may possibly be one of the innumerable waifs and strays from the 
Centennial Exhibition which finally rested in Philadelphia. 

To attempt to enumerate the bas-reliefs in stone, wood or bronze, 
the drinking-cups, lecterns, crosses, race-cups, rifle-badges, stars, 
medals and other insignia of knightly orders in which the incident of 
the fight between hero and dragon plays a part, would be a never-

ending task. Enough be it to say that the legend has through all 
times been employed as a suitable decoration for almost every con- 
ceiveable article of use, comfort or luxury. 

Although Englishmen elected St. George to be their patron, they 
have done little or nothing in the way of representing the legend in 
sculpture. At the present time, now that Boehm’s group has gone 
to Australia, there appears to be no large example of suflicient 
reputation to have come to our knowledge, although there are prob- 
ably many minor examples, such as the one over the entrance to the 
new Victoria Law Courts at Birmingham. The one which should 
have been the most imposing was clearly the one referred to in the 
thirty-sixth year of the reign of Henry VIII, that is in 1527, when the 
Chapter of the Garter, “to increase the honor of their patron, agreed 
to raise money and employ it toward making his statue sitting on 
horseback.” ‘This statue, if ever made, does not appear to be in 
existence now and so it may possibly be the “Statue of Brass at 
Windsor,” which a committee of the House of Commons was 
appointed to examine in 1645, did so, reported adversely and so 
brought about its removal andthe payment of the garrison of 
Windsor Castle, for to this use was devoted the price obtained. It 
is not definitely stated that the group was melted down, so it may 
still stand in some obscure spot. 

An intrinsically better piece of art has also been displaced from 
its original resting-place: besides St. Eloi’s the figures of several 
other saints decorate the front of Or San Michele, at Florence. 
Among these the best known is the beautiful figure of St. George — 
a standing figure, but below it used to be a bas-relief by Donatello, 
depicting the entire legend of the saint and dragon. 

Another example that has disappeared is the gilded statuette by 
Matteo Civitale at Sarzana, which stood upon the top of a column 
and very likely had the same general effect as the smal! group, and 
its supporting shaft which adds to the enrichment of the fountain in 
the market-place at Rothenburg-on-the-Tauber. 

A small statuette which forms part of the collection left by M. 
Thiers to the Louvre, marks a possible loss to art through the revo- 
lution of 1830. But for that disturbance, Delaroche, the painter, 
would have gone to Rome to spend a year or two in studying model- 
ling, so that he might carry out at a colossal scale the idea presented 
by the statuette in this collection. In reality this little group is but 
a bronze casting of the maquette which the painter made while making 
his studies preliminary to painting a large picture of “St. George and 
the dragon.” M. Amadée de Pastoret, at that time a power in the 
art-world chanced to see this little sketch one day and succeeded in 
securing for Delaroche a commission to execute it at colossal scale 
in bronze, for a position in the Champs Elysées. 


CoLoMB,. — Michel Colomb was born either in Touraine or Brittany about 1430, 
and was educated in the School of Sculpture at Tours, The Louvre contains, 
among other works of his, the bas-relief of St. George and the Dragon and the 
monument to Philippe de Comines, the historian, and his wife. Colomb’s 
masterpiece is the monument to Francis II, Duke of Brittany, and his wife, 
Marguerite de Foix, in the Cathedral of St. Pierre at Nantes. He died about 
1513. 

MANIGLIER. — Henri Charles Maniglier was born at Paris in 1826, and studied 
under Ramey and Dumont. His chief works are a statue of St. Pierre and a bas- 
relief of ** The Last Supper,”’ for the Church of Montrouge ; a statue of St. Felix 
de Valois for the Church of the Trinity, Paris; a bronze equestrian group of 
“St. George and the Dragon”’ ; and statues of *‘A Shepherd playing the Flute,” 
in the Museum of Bordeaux, “Achilles wounded,” “ Fortune,” “Science, 
“Industry” and “An Armorer of the Fifteenth Century.” He has also executed 
a bas-relief of “Science and Art” on the new Paris Opera-house and many 
portrait-busts. His ‘ Penelope presenting the Bow of Ulysses to the Suitors” is 
in the Luxembourg. 
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CAST-IRON LINTELS.'— II.

E have already stated the principles, nomenclature and formu- 
le for determining the proportion of lintels of the simple 
inverted T-section. 

Compound Sections. — Most of the cast lintels in common use are 
either of the form just described, or, having two or more webs and 
but one flange, are merely repetitions of this form, and may be calcu- 
lated accordingly by dividing the compound section into as many 
simple inverted T’s as there are webs. (Example IV.) 

This section may be resolved into two simple sections, viz: 
6x 7x1 and 7x 7x1, whose properties are exhibited in the annexed 
table. The strength of the entire section is obviously equal to the 
combined strength of these two elements. This is true as to C 
and R. ° 

Unusual Sections. — In complicated or unusual sections, n, n’ and 
I should be ascertained by the formule in “ Safe Building” or a 
similar work. The remaining properties may then be found by 
Formule 3,4 and 5. This method should be employed in Example 
IV if all the propesties are to be found. 

Tapering of Webs. — For ease in drawing the pattern out of the 
sand, the webs of lintels are usually cast tapering, so that the part 
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Example IV. Example V! 


next to the flange is about one-fourth of an inch thicker than the top 
edge, these parts being 14” and }” thick respectively when 1” 
metal is required by the design. This tapering does not usually 
weaken the lintel, because of the excessive fibre-strength at the top. 

Loading on One Side. — We have spoken thus far of only one 
method of load uniformly distributed. This means a load dis- 
tributed uniformly both as to the length and width of the lintel. 
When the load is distributed along one flange only, the lintel is good 
for about 3 L (see “ Trautwine,” p. 209). 

Segmental Webs. — Since, in cases of uniformly distributed load- 
ing, the greatest M is at the centre of span, and diminishes in a 
parabolic curve toward the points of support, the webs may safely 
take the segmental form in elevation, having the full height needed 
at the centre of span, and } h at the ends. (Example V.) 

Concentrated Loads. — In case of concentrated or unusual load- 
ing, find the greatest M ; then by Formula 7 (a) determine the kind

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of lintel required. In all such cases it is safest to make the webs 
straight, not segmental. 

Cross-webs. — If the webs are necessarily very high, say 8” or 
more, it is well to brace them laterally by means of cross-webs. (Ex- 
ample VL.) 

The number and position of these cross-webs must be determined 
by the designer. 

" Bearing on Walls, ete. — The extent of bearing-surfaces of lintels 
should be determined by the load and bearing-capacity of supports.

Sy Institute of Architects serves to show that we 
were not singular in disapproving of some 
of the actions taken at the late convention. 

; “The scorn of trade and business which prevailed 
among the‘ best society’ in England in the days before limited liabil 
ity levelled distinction has, like other cast-offs, found its way across the 
Atlantic. It will hardly be credited that the most important resolve 
of the convention was the following: ‘ All architects who shall have 
been actively engaged in the honorable practice of their profession for 
ten years or more and shall then have retired from active practice, 
and who shall not have engaged in any business or trade, may retain 
the rights and obligations of fellowship.’ It is not easy to understand 
why a society of architects should care about men who no longer 
practise, or why the latter should be eager to assume the obligations 
of fellowship which, of course, means punctual payment of subscrip- 
tions. An architect who becomes director of a trading company 
must pass under the ban of the resolution, as well as all who take 
shares. Architects who design for manufacturers will also be ex- 
communicated, and, to be logical, the punishment should fall on 
those who design manufactories. Yet the members of the Institute 
who are so ready to show contempt of their families are pained 
because the inhabitants of a nation that lives by trade and business 
do not esteem them. Such affectation of superiority would be absurd 
in a girls’ boarding-school, and it is pitiful to find grown men are not 
ashamed of taking part in an attempt to go beyond the restrictions 
of the caste system. But what is to be expected from those who 
imagine that a receipt for a subscription to the Institute is a ‘ pass 
port to good society ’? 

“It might be supposed that the members who can employ the time 
of the meetings with childish discussions, for everybody seems to be 
disposed to exhibit a forgetfulness of good sense, are without impor- 
tant subjects which require serious consideration. But that is not 
the case. One of those subjects relates to the designing of Govern- 
mental buildings. In America the supervising architect is responsi- 
ble for more buildings than all the surveyors of the English Office of 
Works. The work is so onerous that of late years it is beyond the 
powers of any individual, and the holder of the office at the present 
time has tried to have some of the buildings made the subject of a 
competition. But in Congress there is no desire for a change, and 
there is opposition from underlings, who somehow possess influence. 
One architect who has tried to bring about a reform, said: ‘ We 
found opposition from the many hangers-on of that office, and this 
kitchen back-door influence is very strong in Washington.’ The 
only way to insure a change is to operate on the individual Con- 
gressman, and all the members of the Institute have undertaken the 
mission. But the votes the Institute can command in any district 
are so few they are not worth considering as a political factor, and 
the Congressmen respect people in proportion to their influence. 
Having assumed that a trader or a man of business is unworthy of 
mixing with the members of a profession that is without legal status, 
the American architects must expect that efforts will not be made to 
increase their commissions by the representatives of trade. They 
have assumed superiority and must abide the consequences. 

“Many other instances of unwise action can be found in the 
history of the Institute. The result has not been fatal to art. 
Architecture has advanced without any aid from the Institute as an 
organization, and as that fact is patent, why should Congress or any 
other authorities in the States be moved by the talking, voting, dining 
and sight-seeing of conventions?”

PORTAL FORMERLY IN THE COUR HENRI IV IN 
CAPITOL, TOULOUSF, FRANCE. 


} HIS fine gateway, which originally formed the entrance to the 
| old Capitol, built in 1544, was transported in 1671 by the archi- 

tect Mercier, to the entrance to the “Commutation,” one of the 
law courts of Toulouse. Later in 1750-1760, the present capitol, or 
Hotel de Ville, a large structure of but mediocre architectural merit, 
was built about it by the architect Cammas, and probably at the 
same time the canopy was added for its protection. The portal 
seems, however, to have lately experienced another removal, for it 
appears to be now placed in, or at the entrance to, the Jardin des 
Plantes of Toulouse. It is one of the few works, out of the many in 
Toulouse and its vicinity attributed to Bachelier, the chief of the 
Toulousan school of the Renaissance, which may with certainty be 
credited to his talent. 

Nicholas Bachelier, who was born in Toulouse in 1485, studied 
at one time in Italy under Michael Angelo, and died after a long 
life of labor as both architect and sculptor about 1572. 

It was beneath the statue of Henri lV on this gateway that, in 
1632, the gallant young soldier, Henri de Montmorency, was 
beheaded for treason. 


THE 


CHURCH OF 8. FRANCESCA ROMANA, ROME, ITALY. 


Tue church of S. Francesca Romana, or S. Maria Nova, adjoins 
the basilica of Constantine and partly occupies the site of a temple 
of Venus and Roma. It stands on the site also of an older church 
of S. Nicholas I, which was founded in the ninth century. S. Fran- 
cesca Romana was re-erected after a fire, by Honorious III, about 
1216 and the facade was modernized by Carlo Lombardo about 1615. 
The church contains over the high altar an ancient ‘* Madonna,” 
traditionally attributed to St. Luke, which alone is said to have 
escaped destruction in the conflagration.

CHATEAU DE MAINTENON, EURE-ET-LOIR, MAINTENON, FRANCE. 


Turis chateau stands on the bank of the river Eure, and is owned 
by the Duc de Noailles, by whom it has been restored. The 
round towers and the chapel are parts of the original structure 
raised by Cocquereau, treasurer to Louis X{ and Charles VIII. 
The marriage of Louis XIV to Francoise d’Aubigne, widow of 
Scarron, is said to have been solemnized in the chapel of the chateau 





by the Pére la Chaise, Louis’s Jesuit confessor, in the presence of 
Harlay and Louvois, in 1685. It was at that time that the Grand 
Monarque presented the chateau, with the estate and title of Mar- 
quise de Maintenon, to the lady who became so celebrated under 
that name. 


VILLA D’ESTE, TIVOLI, ITALY. 


Pirro Licorio built this country house, one of the finest Renais- 
sance structures of the kind, in 1549 for Cardinal Ippolito d’Este. 
The Duke of Modena afterwards presented it to Cardinal Hohenlohe. 
In spite of much neglect, it still shows traces of its former splendor. 
The casino contains frescos by Federigo Tucchero and Muziano, 
which are, however, in a damaged condition. ‘The beautiful garden 
contains terraces, fountains, grottos with cascades and magnificent 
groups of trees and affords many charming views.

PORTRAITURE IN ARCHITECTURAL CARVING. 


Boston, MA8s., December, 16, 1891, 
To THe Epirors OF THE AMERICAN ARCHITECT : — 

Dear Sirs,— May I add a few lines to what you have lately 
printed about portraits of architects and others carved upon build- 
ings ? 

A late instance is in Mr. William K. Vanderbilt’s new marble 
house at Newport, in the staircase-hall of which will be placed 
medallion heads of its architect, Mr. Richard M. Hunt, and of the 
French architect, J. Hardouin Mansard. 
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Can any of your readers substantiate the report that the head of 
one of the figures in Bartholdi’s relief of “The Sacrament of 
Marriage,” on the south side of the tower of the Brattle Square 
Church in Boston, is a portrait of Richardson? There isa wood-cut 
of the relief in Scribner's Monthly for February, 1878, page 569. 
I believe that the bridegroom is a portrait of St. Gaudens and the 
man standing playing a viol bears the features of La Farge. The 
seated figure on the left, is a portrait of Lincoln and the woman 
sitting next him is said to be his wife. Mrs. Van Rennselaer, in her 
book on Richardson, says, that the carving of this relief and its 
companions “ was done by Italian workmen after the stones were in 
place.” ‘This is an error, as they were carved by Mr. John Evans 
of Boston, in whose studio Bartholdi’s original models for the work 
are yet preserved. 

The carving of Richardson’s monogram on a slab, at the left of the 
main entrance to the Harvard Law School, is well-known. 

It seems to me a pity that more of such interesting memorials as this 
one are not done, even if an over-abundance of (perhaps mistaken) 
modesty and a lack of money prevents our architects from having 
their features perpetuated on their works. DELVER. 
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Evectric Heatinc.— To many people electric heating is still one of 
those things to hear about and read about, but not to form any 
acquaintance with. But its actuality and nearness are to be inferred 
from the fact that one concern alone that supplies electric-heating 
apparatus has received orders for it from sixty electric street railways 
for use this winter. It has long been the practice to light electric cars 
with incandescent lamps fed directly from the overhead trolley-wires, 
and a large proportion of the 400 American electric roads are now 80 
equipped. As a further stage of evolution, the electric car-heater has 
become a necessity and its success is firmly established. As a matter 
of fact, its use on large electric roads has not been found to make any 
perceptible differenve in the coal consumption at the power-house, i. e., 
the current required for the heaters does not appear to add anything to 
the amount of current normally required to operate the cars under 
ordinary conditions when no heat is wanted. This has been tested a 
good many times, with invariably the same result, showing that the 
heating current is an inappreciable addition to the average ‘‘ load” of 
the station. It has been objected that as the electric heaters now cost 
four or five times as much as the common car stove, the chances are 
against their introduction. This does not prove to be the case at all. 
Coal stoves occupy at least the space of one seat in a car. It is not 

leasant to sit next to them; it is equally unpleasant to face them. 

ut the electric heaters go under the seats, like steam pipes, and the 
only sign of their presence is the steady warmth that they engender. 
This employment of electricity is already so general that several kinds 
of apparatus are competing in the market, and so many improvements 
have been made that it is now seriously proposed by one of the largest 
steam railroads in the country to use these heaters on such of its cars 
as are now lighted electrically. — New York Evening Post.

Vesrep Rieurs in Burtat Grousps.—A question of more than 
local interest has been raised by some litigation in London, that may 
not yet be ended finally, over the removal of human remains from the 
old church-yard of St. Botolph’s, Aldgate. It appears the Commis- 
sioners of Sewers found it necessary to take a strip of the burial-ground 
and in doing so disturbed a number of coffins and loose bones. Permis- 
sion was obtained from the Chancellor of the Diocese to construct a 
vault for the reception of these relics, but the architect of the church 
procured an injunction, and after po negotiations it was settled 
that the bones should be deposited in the crypt. But at this juncture 
the Home Office interfered and forbade the proceeding, on the ground 
that it would be dangerous to health, and there was a deadlock until 
the Commissioners of Sewers volunteered to remove all the disturbed 
remains, with proper reverence and ceremony, to the cemetery at Ilford. 
Just as everybody was exchanging congratulations upon the happy 
solution of the difficulty, in stepped a Colonel Harris with another 
injunction. He had a grandfather, he said, buried somewhere in that 
corner, he did not know exactly where, but he did not intend to run the 
risk of having the old gentleman's dust divided between Ilford and 
London. ‘The Colonel was placated or overruled, and then somebody 
raised the point that there was no precedent for removing remains 


altogether from the precincts of a church without the authority of a 


special act of Parliament. After long and learned argument the Chan- 
eellor of the Diocese finally decided that the Consistory Court had 


authority to order the removal, and there is now every prospect that 
the mouldering dust will find a permanent resting-place. The special 
sanitary goslny felt in connection with any interference with the 
graveyards of these old city churches arises out of the fact that many 
| of them are full of victims of the plague. The fuss at St. Botolph’s 


| will redirect public attention to the whole subject.— New York Evening 
| Post. 
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WEEKLY and monthly statistical returns from railroads, mining com- 
panies, manufacturing establishments and from other sources show a con- 
tinuance of healthful commercial! conditions. The task of recording weekly 
evidences of commercial and manufacturing prosperity would soon become 
monotonous were there not important deductions to be drawn from the 
mass of accumulating evidence of health. Speaking in a general way, the 
volume of business is ten per cent above that of last year. An important 
point in this connection is that the great bulk of the business now being 
done is for present, and not for forward requirements. One more point is 
that, while stocks are apparently ample for the country’s requirements, 
they are so only under a continuance of the present moderate demand and 
sensible conservative policy on the part of a Since January Ist, one 
hundred and thirty-two railroads have earned twenty-two million dollars 
more gross earnings than for same time last year, and eleven million 
dollara more in net earnings. The net earnings for October were eleven 

r cent over October, 1890. It is not alone in railroad circles that such 

avorable figures can be shown, yet it requires no careful seeking to meet 
with discouragement. There is still further evidence that the drop in 
cotton prices from past years at ten cents to this year at seven, is causing 
thousands of planters a good deal of inconvenience in meeting obligations 
created under the area of higher priced cotton. Fatile efforts are being 
made to better prices for cotton, but the enormous crop, without a corre- 
sponding increase in home and foreign demand, will work against any 
artificial expedients to strengthen prices. The attention of planters is 
being direeted more and imore each year to the advisability of more 
diversified crops, but this policy requires more care and more money and 
time than the average planter cares to give to his plantation. In this con- 
nection, it is in place to say that the financial record of the Southern cotton 
mills for the past year, so far as reports have been made, show as good 
results as last year. The attention of many textile mill managers is being 
directed to the production of higher grades of goods, but progress in this 
direction is obstructed by many things. For the next few years, the 
Southern cotton mille will be obliged to confine their attention very largely 
to the coarser grades of goods. A study of our Northern textile mills 
shows very narrow margins for the year when the selling-prices of all 
— are averaged up. On some lines fair and satisfactory margins have 
n realized, but the anxiety to increase capacity and then keep it at work 
checks any recovery of prices above a bare living profit. In fact, this 
observation applies to many industries. Comparing the general situation 
with what it was a year ago, there is no room for gloom, A surplus 
reserve of twenty oad million dollars gives confidence, even though it 
would be rendering better service in the channel of trade. European 
bankers recognize that the drain of gold to this side must continue. The 
enormous uirements of the interior are met, and the return flow keeps 
Eastern lenders in good humor. he deposits at New York, Boston and 
rome are estimated at seventy million dollars over last year at this 
date. estern farmers are satisfying their mortages with gratifying 
activity. In 8 counties in Nebraska, during October, mortgages were 
satisfied to the amount of $1,348,000. This satisfying process is going 
on all over the West. Another point ought to be noted; viz, the possi- 
bility of easier monetary conditions in the United States through the 
purchase of government and railrond and corporation bonds generally. 
There is to-day the equivalent of upwards of three thousand million 
dollars in the banks of the United Kingdom drawing very low rates of 
interest. These low rates prevail, despite the inducements of higher rates 
here. The point to be made is that agencies are at work which will ere 
long loosen a portion of these vast deposits and send some of this money to 
this side. In fact, sooner or later an equilibriam will be established, which 
will result in more abundant money here and lower rates of interest. This 
result may not seem very near at hand, bat it is not as remote as appears 
at first glance, The tide will turn when American statesmen and finan- 
| eiers show by actual demonstration that the increased use of silver is not 
| hurtful, as has been said, but advantageous to the country, in that it 
assixts in generating a higher degree of industrial as well as commercial 
| activity. The British publie has been sceptical on the use of silver, and 
| naturally hesitates to make liberal investments when the basis of values is 
liable to be disturbed. The logic of events is duing much for the country, 
and the successful demonstration of the silver problem will mark a new 
era in the policy of especially British investors, big and little. Reports 
from some twenty business centres strengthens all inferences that have 
| been drawn recently with reference to the probabilities of 1892. Produc- 
| tion will be curbed until greater activity is safe. The lenders of money 
have confidence. Commercial failures for the past two weeks have 
averaged abuut two thousand per week above same weeks of 1590, but the 
narrow manele of the past year could not well have other outcome. Iron 
production is being increased rather than checked, and stocks are kept 
down by a liberal! di<tribution. The extraordinary output of furnaces and 
mills disappears, aud brokers who have for months been warning manufac- 
turers against a further decline in prices are now recognizing the possi- 
bility of struuger January quotations. Large transactions have been closed 
in nails, billets and pig-iron. In lumber, the evidence of a winter shortage 
is influencing the action of Chicago managers to adhere to fall prices. In 
coal, the heavy production all over the United States continues, and prices 
are lower in many markets than a year ago. There is scarcely a detail in 
which the country is not more satisfactorily placed than in the centre of 
1390. Prophets who saw disaster ahead last spring, and there were many 
respectable authorities who felt much discouraged then, recognize that 
several unanticipated elements have entered. ‘The strongest element of 
strength is that there ix a xmaller volame of business done on a fictitious 
basis now than for many years past. Tbe bond-and-securities-buying 
| public are taking more interest in stocks, and the advertisements for the 
sale of bonds receive more attention. It is not only good crops and active 
foreign markets that have made the change, but the more general diversi- 
fication of industries, through which distance to market bas been greatly 


reduced. It is along this line that the future prosperity of the country is 
to be realized.

LTHOUGH the Architecture of the RENAISSANCE in other countries has during the last few years, received much

LTHOUGH the Architecture of the RENAISSANCE in other countries has during the last few years, received much

LTHOUGH the Architecture of the RENAISSANCE in other countries has during the last few years, received much 
attention, and been copiously illustrated, but little has been recently attempted towards illustrating the remains 
of the same period in England; yet the reign of Elizabeth was the time of great building activity, and was 
marked by a lavish display of magnificence in house building.

LTHOUGH the Architecture of the RENAISSANCE in other countries has during the last few years, received much 
attention, and been copiously illustrated, but little has been recently attempted towards illustrating the remains

LTHOUGH numerous works have been issued on single monuments 
or those of single cities or provinces, the medizval styles of Italy 
are yet far from having received the attention they deserve. 

A perfect sifting of the elements that went to make up the archi- 

tecture of medizval Italy is yet to be undertaken, and will require as 





a preliminary work that of investigating the origin of the Byzantine style 
and clearly defining it. In the meanwhile every little stone that can be carried to the building 
may be of some use, especially if it represent honest and careful investigation. 

The Siculo-Norman monuments of Palermo and environs belong to the most exquisite 
gems of medizval architecture, and, interesting as they are from a historic point of view, they 
are none the less so to the practical designer. There is probably no set of medizval monu- 
ments in Italy which offers such a large and varied mass of suggestions as the Palermitan 
monuments. Fergusson justly refers to the Palatine chapel as the gemof medizval interior 
decoration, and the same is no less true of La Martorana, while the fame of Monreale and 
its cloisters is too well-known to require mention. 

The author recently made a journey to Sicily and during his stay there devoted his time 
to the study of the Norman monuments. This work therefore represents a study by a prac- 
tical architect and the text simply attempts to familiarize the reader with the circumstances 


under which these wonderful monuments were created, and with some of the peculiar technical

LTHOUGH numerous works have been issued on single monuments

or those of single cities or provinces, the mediazval styles of Italy 





are yet far from having received the attention they deserve. 


A perfect sifting of the elements that went to make up the archi- 





tecture of medizval Italy is yet to be undertaken, and will require as 
a preliminary work that of investigating the origin of the Byzantine style 
and clearly defining it. In the meanwhile every little stone that can be carried to the building 
may be of some use, especially if it represent honest and careful investigation. 

The Siculo-Norman monuments of Palermo and environs belong to the most exquisite 
gems of medizval architecture, and, interesting as they are from a historic point of view, they 
are none the less so to the practical designer. There is probably no set of medizval monu- 
ments in Italy which offers such a large and varied mass of suggestions as the Palermitan 
monuments. Fergusson justly refers to the Palatine chapel as the gemof medizval interior 
decoration, and the same is no less true of La Martorana, while the fame of Monreale and 
its cloisters is too well-known to require mention. 

. The author recently made a journey to Sicily and during his stay there devoted his time 
to the study of the Norman monuments. This work therefore represents a study by a prac- 
tical architect and the text simply attempts to familiarize the reader with the circumstances 
under which these wonderful monuments were created, and with some of the peculiar technical 
processes employed in their construction and decoration.
